Mr.  Chairman, 

My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1954. 

Although  not  remaining  at  the  high  level  of  1953, 
the  birth  rate  continues  to  be  above  the  county  and  national 
rates.  The  death  rate,  although  higher  than  in  1953, 
continues  to  be  below  the  county  and  national  rates. 

A  large  increase  in  deaths  from  cancer  included 
four  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus.  The  average  age 
at  death  of  these  was  58.2.  The  expectation  of  life 

for  a  new  born  baby  is  now  over  JO  years. 

The  following  graph  shows  the  number  of  deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  in  England  and  Males 
in  each  year  since  1935s- 
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"If  many  thousands  of  people  are  dying  annually 
from  a  disease  and  statistical  evidence  indicates  that  the 
probability  is  very  high  that  the  main  cause  lines  in  an 
article  X,  it  is  hardly  sensible  to  sit  back  and  wait, 
maybe  20  years,  for  the  experimental  evidence.  Indeed, 
unequivocal  evidence  may  never  be  obtained  in  a  case  of ’a 
disease  which  takes  a  very  long  time  to  develop  in  man 
after  application  of  an  irritant  or  of  an  initiator.  In 
such  a  case  the  responsibility  of  advising  the  community 
is  a  serious  one,  and  it  is  idle  to  suppose  it  can  be 
evaded  by  pretending  that  statistical  evidence  alone  is  of 
no  account. 

-e  are  faced  with  such  a  situation  today  in  regard  to 
lung  cancer  and.  tobacco-smoking,  and,  whilst  it  is  fortunate 
that  tobacco  is  not  a  necessity  of  life,  the  position  is 

complicated  by  considerations  of  finance . "(British 

Medical  Journal  October  17th  1953). 

Whilst  it  is  fortunate  that  tobacco  is  not  a  necessity 
of  life,  this  circumstance  helps,  parodixically ,  to  prevent 
anything  very  much  being  done  about  the  problem.  If  a  small 
number  of  deaths  were  believed  to  be  associated  with  a  certain 
water  supply,  steps  would  at  once  be  taken  to  provide  an 
alternative . supply  pending  investigation.  In  the  case  of 
tobacco  it  is  only  too  easy  for  the  official  shoulder  to  be 
shrugged  with  the  excuse  that  it  is  up  to  the  individual  to 
decide  for  himself  whether  the  use  of  tobacco  involves  an 
amount  of  risk  which  it  is  unwise  to  take.

12.  ICE  CREAM 

No  ice  cream  is  manufactured,  in  the  district.  19  shops  are 
registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  this  being  pre-packed 
and  stored  in  refrigerated  cabinets.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SURVEYOR 


Mr.  Chairman, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  part 
of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

1.  WATER  supply 


A  piped  water  supply  has  now  been  made  available  to  all 
villages  in  the  district  with  the  exception  of  Great 
Cressingham,  and  all  details  of  this  scheme  have  been  approved 
by  the  Ministry,  and  work  will  commence  during  the  early 
part  of  1955. 


The  villages  in  the  West  of  the  Council's  area  receive 
water  from  individual  headworks  which  supply  untreated  water 
from  small  bores  sank  into  the  chalk.  Villages  served  by  these 
schemes  are  as  follows

The  Eastern  Area  of  the  District  is  supplied  from  the 
Council's  Regional  Water  Scheme  which  has  its  source  and  headworks 
at  Bradenham.  The  water  is  softened  by  a  lime  process,  and  also 
treated  for  iron  removal.  Water  as  delivered  to  service  has  a 
hardness  of  approximately  8-10  degrees. 

fhe  Parishes  supplied  by  the  scheme  are  Ashill,  Bradenham, 

Holme  Hale,  Necton,  North  Pickenham,  South  Pickenham,  Saham  Toney, 
and  Sporle.  The  total  amount  of  water  consumed  in  the  Eastern 
area  is  80,000  g.p.d. 

Water  is  also  sold  in  bulk  to  the  Mitford  and  Launditch 
Rural  District  Council  to  supply  their  Parishes  of  Little 
Dunham  and  Shipdham. 

2.  HOUSING 


During  1954  the  Council  completed  64  houses,  bringing 
their  total  built  since  the  war  to  496.  The  Council  also 
had  at  the  end  of  the  year,  58  occupied  converted  military  hutments, 
and  these  together  with  220  pre-war  Council  houses,  make  a  total 
of  774  dwellings  under  the  control  of  the  Council.
